Freezing temperatures recorded in 
all parts of the county during the 
last tw’o nights has little effect on. 
the harvest of the 1936 apple crop— 
roughly estimated at over 2,000,000 
bushels—which is about 85 par cent 
complete. 
Most packing houses in 
the county will close with the end of 
the week and canning plants expect 
that few apples will be received next 
week although their canning op­ 
erations will continue for a month or 
more as they draw from their stored 
supplies of fruit. 
The only effect, fruitmen say, of 
the low temperatures is to further 
retard the picking of the compara­ 
tively small amount of fruit that re­ 
mains on the trees. Apples that are 
frosted cannot be handled until they 
have thawed so that picking in most 
county orchards did not begin until 
noon on Tuesday and today. If the 
fruit is properly handled, there are 
no ill effects from the low tempera­ 
ture, one fruit grower stated. The 
mercury sank to 20 degrees at many 
points m the fruit belt tills morn­ 
ing. 
Hail Caused Damage 
Packing houses operated by the 
Cooperative Fruit Growers of Ad­ 
ams comity at Aspers and Seven 
Stars will close at the end of the 
week after packing an estimated 
150.000 bushels. 
That amount is 
lower than the total for last year 
when the general crop in the county 
was larger and there was little hail 
damage. 
The Rice Produce company fin­ 
ished packing today at Orrtanna. 
The plants at Biglerville and Lee’s 
Crossroads, 
Cumberland 
county, 
will shut down Saturday with a

HARD TO GROW,

Gold-Banded Variety 
Often Thrives in 
Rich. Acid 
Soil.

The goldbanded lily of Japan (lin­ 
um auratum ) is, without doubt, the 
most magnificent of all lilies.

The lilies planted against a back­ 
ground of evergreens dominate the j 
garden during their period of bloom 
in July and August. 
Tire blooms 
have an intense fragrance which 
pervades the whole garden. 
Difficult to Grow 
Gorgeous as these lilies are. few 
persons are successful in growing 
them. 
They are known to be tem ­ 
peram ental and difficult to please. 
The plants may bloom beautifully 
for a year or two and then without 
any apparent reason disappear. This 
is unfortunate, for it tends to dis­ 
courage the am ateur from all lily 
growing. 
Some gardeners, however. 
are not so easily discouraged and 
continue to replant, eventually suc­ 
ceeding in finding the soil and situa­ 
tion to make this lily at home in the 
garden. 
O le of the m ain difficulties in 
growing the lilies lies in finding a 
suitable location and soil for them. A 
perfectly drained location is essential 
for them , as for all lilies. 
Failure 
often results when beds are cut out 
of stiff clay soil, coarse cinders or 
some other form of drainage m a­ 
terial placed a t the bottom 
and 
filled in with especially prepared soil. 
For unless some way is provided to 
drain the water away from the beds 
they will act as wells into which wa­ 
ter will drain and cannot escape. 
An acid soil, rich in humus, suits 
this lily best. It may often be suc­ 
cessfully 
grown 
among 
azaleas, 
provided, of course, th a t the p lant­ 
ing is in full sun. The azaleas pro­ 
tect the young shoots In the spring, 
shade the roots and keep them cool 
in summer. As the plants grow they 
reach up into the full sunlight to 
flower. A little shade over the roots 
to keep the soil cool and moist is de­ 
sirable at all times. 
Some of the 
perennials whose grow th is not strong 
enough to hinder the lilies’ gowth 
are suitable. 
The Columbine and 
the Thalictrum are suitable for this 
purpose. 
If plants of this kind are 
not used as ground covers a mulch 
of leaves or peatmoss may be sub­ 
stituted. 
Domestic Bulbs Scarce 
Aside from unfavorable soil and 
location, disease is a frequent cause 
of failure with the lilies. 
Tile Mo­ 
saic disease, which attacks some 
other lilies also, is especially preva­ 
lent on the goldbanded variety. To 
lessen th* danger of infection they 
should be planted at some distance 
away from other lilies. As there is 
no cure, diseased plants should be 
removed as soon as noticed and an 
effort made to secure clean, healthy 
stock. 
A special effort also should be 
made to obtain bulbs which have 
roots attached. Many growers, p ar­ 
ticularly those in Japan, where most 
of the goldbanded lilies are grown, 
make a practice of cutting off the 
roots before shipping.

For, if planted in Hie fall, 
the bulbs will have time to estabilsh

G rand Coulee Dam, Wash., Oct. 28 
(AP).—A vast engineering under­ 
taking—switching of the m ighty Co­ 
lumbia river from its natural course 
to a m an-m ade channel—poised at 
the starting point Monday night. 
Except for a small am ount of 
grouting—filling 
bedrock 
crevices 
with cement—engineers of the M- 
W -A-K company, building th e $70, 
000,000 
G rand 
Coulee 
foundation 
dam, are ready to start the four- 
m onths task of shunting the coun­ 
try ’s second largest power stream 
from its age-old channel. 
At first only a small part of the 
stream will be turned into a newly 
dug channel on the west bank. The 
diverted stream gradually will be in­ 
creased In size until February, when 
the entire volume of the rushing 
“river 
of 
the 
west” 
will 
course 
through the new' channel. 
To Pour Concrete 
W hen the job has been completed, 
a great deposit of mud covering bed­ 
rock in the old channel will be re­ 
moved, forms built and concrete for 
the center section of the foundation 
dam will be poured. 
At the same 
tim e concrete pouring will be rushed 
on the east side. 
lure, a 500-foot-high dam , is up to 
congress, which approved it, but has 
not voted an appropriation. 
The completed dam, with power 
houses, and the reclam ation phase of 
the project, will cost about $360,000,- 
000. 
Two steel-and-wood crib coffer­ 
dam s will divert the stream and 
leave dry the section of the channel 
In which construction work will be 
done.
